Tape-recordings  for  the  Blind. 


The  following  extracts  from  a letter  from  the  Secretary-General 
of  the  Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  (in  England)  will  be  of 
interest  to  our  readers: 

“ From  time  to  time  we  have  given  consideration  to  the  possibility 
of  changing  over  from  disc  records  to  tape  and  to  that  end  we  have 
conducted  numerous  experiments  .... 

" If,  as  we  anticipate,  our  field  test  proves  successful,  then  it  is 
most  likely  that  all  future  expansion  of  the  British  Talking  Book 
Library  Service  will  be  through  the  medium  of  multi-track  tape  .... 

" The  Tape  Talking  Books  which  we  envisage  for  the  future  will 
use  1,600  feet  of  half-inch  tape  in  a totally  enclosed  cassette  or  con- 
tainer. These  tapes  have  18  sound  tracks  and  the  playing  time  will  be 
up  to  20  hours. 

“ The  cassette  is  placed  on  the  reproducing  machine  and  the 
motor  switched  on.  (There  is  no  threading  or  re-winding  and  the  tape 
cannot  be  seen  or  touched).  After  approximately  65  minutes  the  end 
of  the  track  announcement  will  be  heard.  If  the  reader  omits  to  switch 
off  within  a few  seconds  a note  or  tone  will  be  heard  and  the  motor 
automatically  switches  off.  The  reader  turns  the  cassette  over  and  sets 
the  dial  to  the  next  track  and  switches  on. 

“ The  reproducer  is  of  simple  design  and  will  cost  little  more  than 
the  present  Talking  Book  Machine. 

“The  cassette  is  in  metal  and  measures  Sin.  x lOin.  x 2in., 
approximately  one  half  the  weight  of  a normal  container  full  of 
records,  and  replaces  at  least  two  of  them  in  reading  time.  Designed 
so  that  replacement  of  worn  parts  is  simple,  infrequent  and  inexpen- 
sive. Estimated  life  of  cassette  is  plus  20  years  .... 

“ We  are  aware  that  many  European  countries  have  become  tired 
of  waiting  for  a suitable  tape  reproducer  to  evolve  and  have  started 
libraries  using  commercial  and  domestic  tape  machines,  but  these  have 
many  disadvantages,  particularly  in  respect  of  that  very  considerable 
proportion  of  blind  people  who  depend  upon  Talking  Books  and  yet 
have  little  knowledge  or  aptitude  to  use  the  comparatively  intricate 
commercial  tape  recording  machines.” 

We  are  keeping  in  close  touch  with  the  Royal  National  Institute 
for  the  Blind,  and  if  these  special  tape-recordings  and  reproducers 
prove  to  be  a success,  we  shall  do  our  best  to  obtain  them  at  the 
earliest  opportunity,  but  it  will  probably  be  some  considerable  time 
before  they  become  available,  and,  in  any  case,  we  shall  continue  to 
stock  disc  recordings  for  many  years  to  come. 
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ANNUAL  MEETING,  MAY  23rcl,  1957

BOOKS  (Braille  and  Moon) 

In  stock  at  the  end  of  the  year 
were  17,366  volumes.  99  volumes 
were  discarded  or  lost.  There  were 
832  new  ones.  (Of  these  457  were 
gifts,  including  those  transcribed  for 
us).  We  had  gifts  from  Worcester, 
from  the  R.N.I.B.,  London,  from  the 
National  Library,  London,  from  the 
Braille  Institute,  America,  the 
Victoria  Association,  Australia,  the 
S.P.G.,  the  Guild  of  Church  Braillists 
and  quite  a number  from  readers. 

Among  books  added  were: 
“Flamingo  Feather”  by  L.  van  der 
Post,  “The  Valiant  but  Once”  by  F. 
C.  Metrowich^  “Gallipoli”  by  A. 
Moorehead,  “Glimpses  into  a Hidden 
World”  by  F.  le  Pla,  “Not  Without 
Honour”  by  V.  Buchanan-Gould. 

We  have  had  religious  books,  bio- 
graphy, history,  travel,  medical  books, 
science,  sociology,  music,  plays  and 
fiction. 

CIRCULATION 

10,565  volumes  were  circulated 
during  the  year.  From  time  to  time, 
volumes  were  sent  to  three  schools 
and  four  institutions. 

MAGAZINES 

48  Magazines  are  taken  and  4,592 
copies  were  issued  during  the  year. 
These  are  usually  enclosed  with 
books.  “Die  Nuwe  Pionier”,  a 


monthly  bilingual  magazine,  printed 
at  Worcester,  is  shortly  to  be  issued 
weekly. 

BINDING 

The  R.N.I.B.  no  longer  undertakes 
the  binding  of  our  books,  but 
fortunately  the  S.A.  Blind  Workers’ 
Organisation  in  Johannesburg  is  now 
doing  it,  only  charging  for  the  cost 
of  materials.  We  are  most  grateful 
for  their  prompt  and  efficient  service, 
and  also  for  so  kindly  promising  to 
Braille  us  as  many  Afrikaans  books 
as  they  can  afford  each  year.  The 
members  of  this  organisation  are  to 
be  congratulated  on  all  they  have 
achieved  in  their  transcription 
service.  They  put  all  agenda  for 
meetings  into  Braille. 

CATALOGUES 

The  staff  completed  the  new  cata- 
logue of  Braille  books,  and  Miss 
Mavis  Dold  very  kindly  cut  the 
stencils  as  her  contribution  to  the 
Library — a valuable  contribution. 

READERS  (Braille  and  Moon) 

There  were  372  reading  during  the 
year.  Twelve  readers  died  and  63 
new  readers  joined.  There  are  417 
names  on  our  books. 

Congratulations  to  one  of  our 
readers,  Mrs.  Sophie  Leviseur,  who 
has  passed  her  100th  year,  and  still 
enjoys  her  books  and  takes  a lively 
interest  in  all  that  goes  on. 

Mr.  Walter  Cohen  is  the  able 
Editor  of  the  Newsletter,  sponsored 
by  the  S.A.  National  Council  for  the 
Blind.  He  is  the  Chairman  of  the 
Bantu  Braille  Committee,  who  have 
done  such  an  important  piece  of  work 
in  establishing  a standard  Braille 
system  for  five  different  Bantu 
dialects. 

Miss  Enid  Whitaker  has  had  the 
satisfaction  of  seeing  the  Rehabilita- 
tion Centre  established  in  Pretoria. 
It  has  been  named  after  her. 
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Miss  Marjorie  Watson,  the  in- 
defatigable worker  for  the  blind  has 
now  had  another  dream  come  true  in 
seeing  the  Helen  Keller  Hostel  for 
blind  women  built  and  opened  at 
Pinelands. 

The  Rev.  J.  Lister  has  been  very 
kind  and  helpful  in  reviewing  some 
American  Braille  books.  Mrs.  E.  J. 
Kruger  has  also  helped  us  in  this  way. 

Among  letters  from  readers,  one 
woman  apologised  because  her  dog 
has  chewed  up  one  volume^  and  left  it 
in  a sorry  condition. 

One  man  says  “The  book  you  sent 
me,  ‘The  Long  Walk’,  was  a real 
beauty  ...  it  kept  me  company  while 
I was  undergoing  an  operation  in 
hospital,  and  I found  it  a real 
blessing,”  and  another  reader  asked 
for  “something  really  exciting,  such 
as  a detective  or  mystery  story  with 
a murder  on  every  other  page,  and 
several  suicides  throughout  the  book.” 
He  adds,  “a  deplorable  taste^  but 
having  had  much  solid  reading  all  my 
life,  I only  crave  exciting  books  now.” 

Another  reader  appreciates  “You 
can  do  it”,  as  he  likes  to  play  with 
his  tools,  and  the  book  helps  him  to 
solve  some  of  the  problems  in  doing 
wood  work. 

TALKING  BOOK  DEPT. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-four 
readers  received  records  during  the 
year.  Eleven  readers  died,  and  23 
readers  gave  up  reading.  On  the 
other  hand,  nine  readers  re-joined 
and  we  added  51  new  readers.  The 
numbers  fluctuate.  Actually  200 
were  reading  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

32  machines  were  issued  during 
the  year.  We  had  six  new  machines 
given  us — these  include  four  from  St. 
Dunstan’s,  for  which  we  are  very 
grateful.  More  machines  are  on 
order. 


In  stock  there  were  21,343  records 
(1,409  books).  There  was  an  increase 
of  2,154  records  over  the  previous 
year. 

MAGAZINES 

We  had  95  copies  of  the  “Reader’s 
Digest”  in  936  records.  We  also  have 
the  “Christian  Record”  (Magazine), 
and  “The  Upper  Room”  “Daily  Read- 
ings from  the  Bible”. 

CIRCULATION 

79,815  records  (7,543  volumes) 
were  issued. 

PACKING 

We  are  now  able  to  get  fibre  cases 
for  packing  records  in  this  country 
at  9s.  each,  and  have  400  in  use  and 
more  on  order. 

Some  of  the  letters  are  very  en- 
couraging to  the  staff.  For  instance, 
one  reader  writes:  “I  can’t  express 
to  you  in  words  the  delight  the  Talk- 
ing Book  Machine  has  given  me.  I 
haven’t  been  able  to  read  a book  for 
about  10  years.  ‘My  Cousin  Rachel’ 
was  most  enjoyable^  and  I have  loved 
every  word  of  it — I send  a big 
THANK  YOU”. 

One  man  says:  “I  do  appreciate  the 
fact  that  I am  never  without  a book. 
I can’t  speak  too  highly  of  the  effici- 
ency of  the  staff,  and  the  personal 
interest  they  take.”
